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This communication is in response to the Office Action dated January 11, 2007 to which 
a response is due on or before February 11, 2007. 

1.0 The Examiner has required the election of a single species. 

As an initial matter, Applicant submits that the figures grouped together as Species II are 
actually two distinct species, with figure 5 (Species IIA) depicting a species in which stride 
adjustment is achieved by moving the point at which the foot support link is pivotally connected 
to a rear guide arm relative to the frame, while figures 6-8 (Species IIB) depict a species in which 
stride adjustment is achieved by moving the entire crank arm relative to the frame. Applicant 
elects to prosecute Species IIA (Figure 5) without traverse. The claims that read upon Species 
IIA include claims 1-4, 8, 10, 12, 14, 16, 17, 20, 22-25, 30, 31, 33, 35, 37, 39, 40, 43, 45-48, 53, 
54, 63 and 66. 

In the event the Examiner disagrees with Applicant's separation of Species II in two 
distinct species as set forth above, Applicant requests that the Examiner contact counsel for 



Applicant for purposes of allowing Applicant to identify claims reading upon both Species IIA 
and IIB. 
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
